Ourcago, April 30.—The following are fur- 

ther particulars of murder of the Mr. Tyndale, 

at Speingfield, Il). Mr. Tyndale’s dead body 

was found about 6 o'clock yesterday morning 

near Lamb's foundry, and only a few rods

A single-varelled, cartridge-loading pistol, 
ticd to a package of cartridges and 
was also lying near the body. The pistol is 
of the sort known asthe pocket Derringer 
of the make of the Brown Manufacturing Co., 
of Newburyport, Mass. By an ingenicus con- 
trivance the barrel, which is about two lach- 
es in length, and rifled, can be turned to one 
side on a pivotand loaded with 
The weapen is numbered 1,417, and is 
marked Southerner on the top of the bar- 
rel. It is quite new, and the cartridges tound 
with it were marked caliber 44-100 of an inch, 
Some tufts of short brown hair, and a few 
hairs from head er beard of Mr, Tyndale 
were found on the ground, and there 
were ‘several fragments of bricks 
lying about. It is pretty certain from the 
evidence taken before the coroner’s jury, 
whieh was in session all day, that some un- 
known parties must have been aware of Mr. 
Tyndale’s intention of taking the morn- 
ing train south, and, thinking doubtless 
that he bad «a large sum of money 
on bis person, determined to possess it, even 
by a bloody murder, if necessary. Mr, Tyn- 
dale was a well-built and powerfal men, and 
if attacked, as he doubtless was, he would 
make a desperate resistance.

REASSEMBLING OF THE SUPREME COURT. 
Wasurseron, D. C., April 90.—The gu- 
preme Court reassembiles to-morrow, when 
several important decisions will be announced 
and other important cases postponed till the 
October term. It is expected that the fact of 
the decisions affirming the constitutionality 
of the legal tender will be made public, but 
the opinion oi the court as well as that of 
the dissenting judges will not be read till 
Qcteber.

to the Senate.

He and his brother ApoLPHE re- 
ceived an excellent education in France, 
and the latter, who died in 1854, acquired 
reputation as an authority on political 
economy. Lou Auguste 1s likewise 


men in Europe, and an acknowledged 
authority in classical literature. His first 
profession was that of a private tutor, 
but soon he was appointed a teacher in 
one of the public: schools of Paris, and 
there he remained until the revolution of 
July, 1880, drove the elder branch of the 
Bourbons trom the throne.

ted, although not as was hinted on account 
ot his innocence, but he acted as 
informer on the reat. However that may 
be, he was not as fortunate a few years 
alter when he received his first sentence 
for a political crime, the secret manufac. 
ture of powder and arma. He was sen- 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment and a 
fine of three thousand fr 
This was in 1886. In 1837 he was par- 
doned and his fine remitted. Not satisfied, 
however, with these evolutionary laurels, 
he used his liberty to make preparations 
for the insane insurrection of the 12th of 
May, 1889, by founding the seeret society, 
Les Sateons.” The imprisonment he had 
undergone had satrfied the revolutionists 
of Paris of the apparent sincerity of his 
zeal, and so he was re¢erved with 
open arms into all the secret societies, 
and initiated into all the mysteries 
of the conspirators. He soon obtained 
great influence among them by the rio- 
lence of the doctrines which he preached, 
and by the fanatical zeal he displayed, and 
so he was regarded asone of the heads of 
the insurrection that then broke out ia 
Paris. When the day arrived he, Mantix 
BERNARD, BARBES and about a thousand 
other inturiated fanatics of .a like charac- 
ter, attacked the Hotel de Ville in open 
daylight, but were easily put down by the 
authorities, who had been advised of the 
projected insane attempt of the conspira< 
tors, and were prepared to receive them. 
Buianqui, however, succeeded in making 
his escape, and concealed himself in Paris 
for six months, but was at length appre- 
hended by the pohce.

Austrias Dilemma. 
Austria is at present in a state of utter 
confusion. It has successively tried and 
rejected half a dozen different constitu- 
tions and forms of government in about as 
many years, and is now coming to the 
unsatisiactory conclusion that there is no 
value in any of them. But itis not so 
much th@ form of government that 
troubles Austria as the war and discord 
existing between her different nationali- 
ties, These vationalities are quite numer- 
ous, their correct number we believe being 


most cordial hatred for each and all of the 
rest, and strives for much more po 
over the others than it is justly enti 
to. In the good old days previous to the 
demolition of the rotten structure of the 
Germanic Confederation by Prussia, Aus- 
tria was that nominal head of the vener- 
oble, but powerless institution, and in 
view of this position the German element 
was in the ascendancy. This state of 
affairs, however, came to a sudden’ end 
— torious 

ot 1866, thrust her elder sister out u of 
the confederation, and seat her adrift to 
shift for herself. Disowned in this man- 
ner by their northern brethren, the Ger-

toward their Slavonie fellow Austrians, 
who greatly outnumbered them, on the 
one hand, and toward the Magyars who 
bear the same proportion in the popula. 
tion of Hungary. These nationalities 
retused to remain longer under the tute- 
lage of the Germans, and vociterously 
de manded their independent governments. 
The Magyars attained their purpose, but 
the Slavonic element, particularly in Bo- 
hemia, is as yet clamoring for an inde- 
pendent govérnment, connected with the 
rest of the empireonly through the person 
of the Emperor. But the Germans of 
that provinee, who are almost as strong 
as the Czeches themselves, strenuously 
oppose such a settlement, and the inhab- 
itants of the other German provinces sus- 
tain them most energetically in this oppo- 
sition. The latter element, of course, 
bitterly struggles against the pros- 
pect of losing the ascendancy 

to which it believes itself entitled 
by its superior education, its wealth, 
and the historical recollections of the 
country, while the Slavic races clamor for 
the power because of their majority. The 
Austrian Government vacillates between 
the two parties, fearing on the one hand 
to conjure up a revolution by directly op- 
posing the main element of the povula- 
tion, while on the other there is 
the great danger that the Germans 
may join their fortunes with the 
new German Empire, the road to 
which lies im that clause of the German 
constitution which provides for the admis- 
sion of new members to the Confederation.

Some 
one has cerfainly become quite proficient in the 
ipfamous practice of stealing, and should be 
made the special object of attention until 
caught. 


Sulphur-well turnpike, fre 
Miles from the ctiy, the roof of Mr.

A LOUISVILLE RECLUSE. 


Tbe residents of that portion of the city in the 
Vicipity of College and First streets have long 


deen pugzied atthe strange seclusion and ber- 


itfe persisted in by one of their neighbors. 
On tbe southwest corper of First aud Collese 
streets a two-story brick double house is erected 
after the usual fashion of this city, where econ- 
omy of real estate is taken into account by the 
landlord, who only builds with the view of rea- 
log to two families under one roof. The two 
apartments, though as much alikees possible 
#0 far as their architectpre is concerned, in all 
that goes to make up the woof of daily life pre- 
sent a striking contrast. That half situated on 
the line of the street is as gloomy and forbidding 
as the cell of a prison. Doors and shutiers, 
cay and night, remain always closely 
barred and locked. For mere than 
two years they have never been seen open for a 
moment, With ope cccavional exception, which 
will be explained presently. Air and sunshine 
are alike exciuced. The very chimney-tops 
stand like hoary seatiaels above the flat zine roof 
o Warn off approach from a distance. Even the 
coldesi day of winter no smoke is seen curling 
from their flues, giving token of life and warmth 
Wudin. Passerg-by look up burriedly and move 
on. There is uch an air of utter desertion that 
the sensation is absolutly painful. Those in 
search of houses 0 let“ see no placard on tee 
or door or gate-post. It is a dead sea in the very 
midst of lite. There comes over one passing by 
at night that vegue sen:e of fear 
“Which says as plain as whisper im the ear, 

»Tbe house is baunted!’’ 
But with all this there is life within - little 
world of thought, of menory, of er ushed bopes, 
maybap. There, and all alone, lives an old lady, 
seventy yeais of age. For two years pest she ha: 
lived in absolute seclusion, not having one time 
been from under the roof. She owns the bouse 
in ber own right, has monev in bank, and other 
reel estate besides that she occupies. The initial 
of her maiden name was B. Sbe hss been 
twice married, the last time to a Mr. O. §.0-, 
whose name she still bears. Her last busbana 
died fifieen or twenty years ago, leaving his 
widow witbout chilorea, though she has two or 
three sisters in Indiana anda brother who live: 
m Texas. 
For eleven years the bermit woman never sa: 
tot outside her door, save to attend church oc- 
casionalls; but, though she is still as physically 
strong as any one of her age, for the last two 
years she bas neitner been outside her door por 
admitted any one, with a single exception. The 
Kind lady, Mrs. W——,who lives next door, ts 
the only Itwing being sbe will sufferio her room. 
Once a day she goes in to see how the old lady is 
doing, and remains a few moments only. Mrs.W— 
also furnishes her food, handing it im to her 
threugh the front door, and Mrs. C—— receives 
it with der cwao hands. She will not suffer a 
change in the location of any article of furniture. 
Mrs. W—— takes a servant in to remove siops, 
ete., but further than this no cleansing or gen- 
eral moving around is allowed. As ali tne house 
was eleven years ago so it is to-day; so it will be, 
likely, until the st woman passes through 
the door on her way to the Silent City. 
Why she persists in this living death, no one 
ean tell. @he alone communicates her wishes, 


nich are few, to Mrs. W——., and beyond, says 


nothing. She never purchases ap article; her 
wardrobe has received no addition in a deset 
years. Mrs. W--— sees to the paying ef ber taxes 
(when the tax-collecior fatls to come round, then 
death itself cannot und an entrance!) yearly: and 
eo the collector gets du revenue, nothing more 
does he care. The strange old lady is very timid 
and expresses serious apprehension of dre, bur- 
giars, etc., more, perhaps, because the excite- 
ment of a conflagration Would completely break 
up her seclusion. She dresses in a stsle quite 
unlike the present fashions of Paris millinery. 

Her brotber aud sisteis are most respectable 
and wealthy people. Every few years one of 
them comes to Lou'svil'e, dut it is by the very 
hardest persuasion on the part of Mrs. W 
that be or she is allowed admission, even for a 
short while. 

In a Onancial view, des. espectally when the 
insuratce covers the property destroyed and, iu 
addiiion, a@ows a healthy margin, are 
pot generally c:nsidered disastrous. But to 
think dat would be the utter consternation and 
eriefof this poor woman if aroused some night 
by a stream of water from a fre engine poured 
iu through the crackling, falling roof, and she 
compelied to abandon her little world for the 
street, thronged with a crowd of unfeeling spec- 
tators, and subjected to the geze of the outside 
world, which she has been shunning 20 earefully 
for a dosen years! 

The true story of this secluded life is an im- 

provement on Dickens’ Action, in his Great Ex- 
pectations, for here no Pip is allowed to enter, 
and divulge to Joe Gargery the strange stand- 
still monotopy #0 grateful to misanthropic 
minds. 
It is seldom that the lovelier half of creation 
become #0 eoured against thet very life of which 
she is the source—the mether—as to go inte vol- 
untary loveliness. But one cannot entirely shut 
ont the world—and live. Some friendly band 
must minister to the warts of poor bumanity, 
and even the assistance ibis strange woman is 
obligtd to acknowledge is a sad commentary on 
ihe utter helplessness ef our mortal matures.
